1962 wheat crop are reminded 
about the conservation require­ 
ments of the 1962 wheat sta­ 
bilization program. 
J. 
Noel 
Weaver, chairman of the Jones 
County Aricultural Stabilization 
and 
Conservation 
Committee, 
points out that wheat growers 
will have to take an extra step 
this year if they wrant to be 
eligible for price support on 
their 1962 crop. 
In other years, he explains, 
it, was necessary for a producer 
to comply with his farm wheat 
acreage allotment in order to 
qualify for loans or purchase 
agreements on his wheat crop. 
In 1962, such 
compliance 
is 
still required, but there is an 
additional requirement that an 
intention-to-participate 
form 
he filed and that the acreage 
diverted from the production 
of wheat be devoted to an ap­ 
proved conservation use. Pro­ 
gram payments will be made 
to producers for conserving the 
diverted acreage.

PUBLIC SAFETY OFFICIALS 
PREDICT KORE ROAD DEATHS 


AUSTIN—Col. Homer Gar­ 
rison Jr., director of tho Texas 
Department of Public Safety, 
reported today statistics indi­ 
cate at this time that traffic 
deaths in Texas will run one 
per cent higher this year than 
in 1960—which would mean 
20 to 25 more motorcides than 
last year. 
A total of 2,254 traffic deaths 
was recorded for 1960. 
Quoting from an analysis by 
N. K. Woerner, DPS Statisti­ 
cal Services Manager, Garrison 
said: 
“At this time, motorcides are 
running 
slightly 
higher 
for 
1961 than for the same period 
of 1960. The 234 traffic deaths 
this past June was 52 more 
than in June of 1960, and 48 
more than the past 15 year

“Statistically speaking, 
might show an improvement in
